in } to which we refer the Reader, as allb to, 
the latter part of the Letter direded to me^ 
before our Second Defence was publilhed,.

There is only one thing that we (hall farther 
take notice of, with refpeft to the Churches 
Power in thefe niatrersj that according tp 
Mr, Calamy^ it doth properly belong to every 
f articular "worfhipping Jffemhly only, to deter- 
mine all indifferent Circumflantials of Worfliip : 
whereas we think it very reafonable, that 
when there arc fome indifferent Cireumftanr 
rials, which may concern a/l worfhipping 
Aflemblie^ in a Nation alike, that they mould 
have a more general Regulation or Determina- 
tion. There may be indeed yJw^ indifferent 
•Circumflantials^ which it may be moft pro- 
per for every particular Congregation tq de- 
termine for themfelves ; but for thofe which 
concern thp Worfhip of aff Jffemilies alike, 
one would think, in the vpry Rcafon of the 
things it fhould be more proper to have them 
pationaffy or provinciatly determined, for the 
greater Order or Uniformity-fjjke, fuitably to 
the Nature of fuch larger^ or mote extenfive 
Societies y to which a lui table F^n?fr and Go^ 
vernment muft ajfo neceflarily beloqg. . For 
whefe there are Societies there muftbe 6ot 
ffrnmenf to preferve the Peace, Regularity 
^nd Prder thereof: So in Provincial gtnd Na^ 
tlon4 Societies^ confining in the Combinati- 
pns of lefler particular ones, there muft be 
provincial an4 l^^tional Government, fuitable

Sociitin cannot {uhfitt without Governmcnr^ 
when the diftind Interefts and Apj^rehenfions 
of Men are fewer; much lefs can the 
f/eater Societies fubfift in Peace and Order, 
without a Gtryernffient proper to their large* 
ijefs- So that for a National Society there 
muft be National Government; as for a par- 
ticular Congregational Society, there needs a 
particular or Congregational Government. 
As it is impoifible there ihould be Order in 
any Corporation^ without Orders relating to 
if ; fo neither can a IJation be governed with- 
out fuch peculiar tp the whole.

Jt is allowed that there cannot be OrJer m 
any particnlar Congregaticfty without feme 
Rules obligatory to the fame; fo neither can' 
Qri/er be obferved by the Churches of a t(in^ 
dom^ unlefs i|nited Jijy fome Common Laws 
obligatory to the whole ; which Union doth 
cpnftitute a Rational Hierarchy. 

And now where there i$ Government gr^ei-^ 
ter or lefler, there muft be Power too, for 
fixing and determining proper R^ulations 
in that Society, tp which the Government 
belongs. Government without Power is no 
(Goveriuiji^nt ^t all, or of no Ufe: So that 
^ ^ ^ flower 
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lo 'A Thifd ffefence • 

Fomr i$ efleruial to Government^ of what Na- 
ture or Form foeVer it be. And as there 
mujft be Civil Power' for Civil Government 
for regulating Merf in their Civil AcSfs ; fo in 
Ecclepaftical Gavernmeot, there muft be Ec:: 
cleftaftical Power for thofe things that are 
proper thereunto. And both Governmenr, 
dnd Power arife from the general- Niif«rr and 
Neceffities of Society, and the Confufioms and 
Mifcarriages, that it is fubjedt to without it. 
Kx^^ where the Governflpient iSy there is the 
Power; and where the Government mi?;*^^ 
further than fingle Congregation's, ^ fo doth 
the Power. And where there is a l^ational 
Society of Chriftian Profeflbrs con^eierateJ loh 
gether in a Chriftian Governments it' is TufR- 
cient if there be a Grant of Power given by 
their Confent to their Ee^refentaiives^ to fet* 
tie common Regulations that mkv. be necef- 
ftry,or expedient for thepubliek PfeaceorOfT 
cTer, ;whet]ier in pui'ely^ Civil or Eccl^fiaftical 
Cafes, without needing any further Debate 
about Church-Power. , \

And again, We are many times as littl 
able to judge of the ^vitiating CircHmftance 
of a Command or Impofitton on the 
vernours Part, though there ihould be fucf:

miflion* Ic would be a very hitrd Cafe, 
an Inferior^ in ferf^rmance of any Ad: 
Obedience to the Command of one that is 
over Him, muft be refpanfihle for all the 
Circumftances of his Command, if He doth 
obey ; or muft demur in his Obedience, till 
He is fatisfy'd therein^ though He be never 
fo well fatisfy'd of the Matter of his Com- 
mand. Unlefs Lawful or Vnlawful only be 
the Boundaries^ one way or other, in fuch 
Cafes, that we muft attend to, it is hard to 
know when we are obliged or when not. 

If we apprehended that the Things detef- 
mined or impofed^ were unlawful in then^ 
Jelves^ or* contrary to the Divine Law, which 
is fuperiour to all Humane Ordinances, We 
hope we ihould be as much againft fubmit- 
ting to them, as Mr. Calamy cad be, Or any 
other Perfoni For we would not fight or 
contend a^mft God, but mufi obey 6cd ra- 
ther than Men. But wbiJft we think therti 
lawful in themfelves^ and Ifldlr no Harm, and 
commit no Sin in the Vi^ of them, ^e cart-

Nay, we 
freely grant, that we coutitiht ftriil impofinj^ 
of fome things a Burden^ becaufe of the Quar- 
rels, and Animofities,. and Diffentions that 
are occafiaped thereby, to the great Prdu- 
dice of Religion, and expofmg us to the lub* 
tile Attempts of our Enemies : And therefore 
we defire rather^ out of Compaifion to our

He can now add no 
further Anfwer than this Letter^ p. 3x5'. that 
the fcrupulous Perfon has the IJhtrty of re- 
pfoviptg his Hahitathh^ which he can have no 
l^enefit by, in Cafe of a National Confiitutitm. 
Whereas in hundreds of Cafes, it would be 
as much Ruine iotfome fcmpdms Ferfins to 
remove their Dwellings, upon whiph their 
Trade and Livelihood'depends, to far diftant 
Habitations in other Towns ; as it would be 
for others to remove, beyond the Bounds of 
a National Church, into another Land. 

What he faith further on this Head, is, 
That he cannot Jifc^rn this, and he cannot 
Jifcern that. He canntft difcern that oar Con- 
ft it ut ion gives a Man Liberty to ufi the Form 
of private Baptifnty when Perfons fcruple God* 
fathers. What have we here to anfwer > 
There is no Reply to be made to his not Jif 
terning. He faith, when fJ^ Diocefyn gives 
AOowance to- iaptize a Child privately^ he a* 
greeth it may he juftiffJ^ though Sureties ar^ 
omitted: lut that it is otherwife allowaile^ he 
cannot difcern. But could the Diocefan give 
this Allowance, if the Conflitution did not 
allow it ? If it may h^jufiiffd by the aU 
hwance of the Diocefan^ it may he jujiifyd by 
the AlhwoK^e of the Law^ which the Dioce* 
fain is no mo^ allowed to dtfpcnce with thaq 
any Private Mini/fer. Wh^ftau ^^\\Q9KiW 
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is mad& to a Bi^vp m foch* a Cafe, it is to 
obtain his CHrddion and 5^"M»r, whit the 
Intent of the? Law may be ; not to get a 
Difpetifaiion from him cone^;^ to the Law." 
rf the Lai^ it felf be contrary, tt is not his 
Allowance willjuftifie the A<a. This Cw« 
eeffioH <A Mr,€akmy doth m all Reafon 
make for the CmeJjioH of the Law it felf jfl* 
fuch a Cafe. 

As to the baptizing Children thereforar 
privately, wh(^ Parents Temple feme Rites^ 
we ftill aflSrm, that we are fully empowet^ 
by the Ruhrick fo to do; He faith agiin,^ 
^0; becaufe the *«^r/cit con^nes us} to Chil* 
dren that are Sick and in Danger ef Dtafk, 
without pretending to anfwer the plain Proof 
that we brought to -the contrary ; yet" does 
he urge fomething new to prove fuch a Cort" 
fineroentj which is a late Reptefsntatkn of 
the Lower Hottfe of Coavocatimi ^ wherein they 
lay, that the mjufiifiahle Vfe of Trivdte Bap* 
tifnt has leffettd the Reverence due to that 
Holy Office y oecafioned the tnutilating the form^ 
&c. This Authority he feveral times refers 
us to. We will not queftion the Authority

In Baptifm^ jve ought not to 
comply with fhf Vanity of thofe^ who Jejire to 
iaptizf in their Houfes^ as q Mark of Dijlin^i- 
M; hut ive ougj^t to^ conjider pijlance^ and a 
igard Seafin j cbiffly where Danger may he ap- 
prehended to the Child • for, in thofe Cafes ^ QU 
will have Mercy and not Sacrifice. Here are 
Other Reafons for Private ^aptifm befldes 
Sicknefs md Danger of D^ath • apd we are to 
(onfider thenf^ 9s being indeed the ible Judges 
of the urge$ft Caufe m^ntion'd in the Rukrick. 
And dot:h the Reprefentatio^ fay, that the

Having fpokea 
of the FrejuJicet againft Kneeling at the 
jLord's-Sapper^ He add)s, that agah/ttht Crofi 
in Bapti/m is as weak^ thai iecaufe Pvfifis si/B 
the Crofi as afwrt of a Cbarm^ aitJ fancy there 
fs a Divine Virtue ^Mcaufipa^ing^ therefore wu^ 
by u/ing ity comply with that Superflifiom^ ana 
fortify it. They ufethe Crofs befw^ Bapti[m^ 
as anExorcifm to drive away the evil i^irit ; 
and this fuppefeth a divine Power aceon$pan^ 
f;^ a humane Jftfiifutien^ which makes it to he 
of the Nature of a Sacrament. WheHes we 
ufe it after Baptifim^ not as kamngany Virtue 
ty^d to it^ but only aia Declaration of the Fnitb 
u>e profefs; fo that it is only a way ef fpeaftit^ 
^y a Gefiure or AiHon^ and has nothing ajcriled 
to it^ that is in any fort jacramentaL Thus 
far that Bijhop. Wt fhdl oqly^ tnahe a liitte 
Addition to the many pai^attel Signs^ which 
we have cleared op this Matter by iu' our 
fosmer Books. . Mr. Calan^ hatkietdy put 
foxxh a ne\v Editioa of 9a cxcelt^t Bt)ok of

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one of the e)e(^ed Miaifiers; in that, is the 
Form of covenanting with God, which hath 
been of Ufc, we believe, to noany hundreds 
of &)uls; after which are thcfe Words. This 
C(n}enMt I aJviJe you to make^ not otdy in 
Heart hut in fVont; not only in Word hut in 
Writing ; 4W that you would with all pojlthle 
Beverence fpread the Writing hejore the Lord^ 
at if you would prefent it to him as your A£l 
and Deed. Ana when you have done this^fet 
your Hand to it. . Keep it as a Memorial of 
the folemn TranfaSions that have faffed he- 
fween God and you^ that you may have Re- 
courfe to it in Douhts and Temptations. Here 
we have,

Whcrei 
as we nieant, that when a Book, or. any 
thing dfe, containfr Matter of divers kinds,^ 
the one large and principal^ the other fmaU 
and mfiotr; it is fiiequept that the meaner or 
(JnaHer part contatnd does tofe its Nan^^ 
and^the whole Bdoli^ 6r Thing containing is 
Caffd hy the Name of the Principal part con- 
jtfiiied therdn. We have a Book containing 

F i a Calendar, 
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a Calendar and a CoHe^itm of Prayers^ we 
call this the Common- Prayer. Is it not a\> 
furd to (ay the Calendar is a Prayer^ or goes 
under the iJame of a Prayer^ becaufe the 
whole Book is fo ftyrd ? That^ being a fmaUer 
and meaner Part, lofeth its /ri>^rr Niii»ftf in 
the general title^ which is only taken from 
the Principal Part. So here in the Calendar^ 
title^ the Apocrypha lofeth its Name^ the 
whole being denominated from the greater 
znd htterV^rty vi7.the Holy Scriptures. And 
it is as abfurd to prove from thence, that we 
flyle tlx Apocrypha the Holy Scriptures ; as 
it would be to prove that the Calendar is 
llyrd a Prayer^ b^caufe that is the Title of 
the Book that contains it.

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not reply but by Repetitions, And to talk 
of rather reading the fame Books over again^ 
6cc. to us, is very ilrange, who it may be 
read more of the Canonical Scriptures in one 
of our Churches in one Year, than he does 
in Three (to fpeak modeftly). 

Then comes a very odd Paflage in the 
fame p. ^36.

The 
Suhfcrilers mufl: fatisfie themfelves about 
what is required : it is not the Jufiices Bufi- 
nefs to give or take their Senfe. They arc 
to fubfcribe in the Senfe of the Law^ which 
the Jufiice^ arc to fee them do: they are not 
to be the Interpreters of the Law, but to 
execute it. 

However^ we are certain, no fuch thing 
can ordinarily, if ever, be done in the Coun* 
tries : In many Places the Jnfiices do but 
unwillingly receive the Subfcriptions of the 
Diffenters ; Some Chairmen would rather re- 
quire more of them than lefs. So that this 
Method, if pradicable in London^ would but 
be to caft Scriuples into the Minds of his Bre^ 
thren in the Gauntries^ who cannot have the 
Difpenfation^ that he pretends to have.

We have done, and the G)ntrover- 
fie is at an end, if Mr. Cakmy would ^let us 
aion?. Thefe Allowances,^ he faith , were 
what he Jhould defire himfelf^ if he were in 
$ur Cafe j and when he was particularly open- 
ing his own Senfe in the Ca/e^ which hd had 
not done bdbre, he was^wiBing to make them 
for tis (and a little for himfelf too^ 'for he 
,needs them as much as we, with KfpcA 
to another Oath that he has taken, but 
however) we accept of his Franknefs there* 
in, and thank him for it. But that which 
we admire at is, that he cannot fee an In^ 
i:dhfifiency between this Senfe which he now 
iaith is.his mw, and that of Mr. Baxt^^s;

If that was Mr. Baxters Senfe Only,* 
and this his ovon^ we grant indeed that he 
does not contradi<ft himfelf ; but. we cannot 
fee, but that he contradids Mn Baxter^ and 
his ^rji Reprefintc^thn of the Oath in hisioth 
Chapter. If he can reconcile them, he may. 
We defire to deal fairly with him. We have 
not now to do with Mr. Baxter^ whofe Judg- 
ment in this matter we difcours'd of, Second 
Defence p. z6}. but with Mr. Calamy; and 
though we cannot agree with his Reprefen* 
tation from Mr. Baxter^ yet we do not fed 
but that Mr. Calamy and we are agreed irt 
this matter.

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(lands between us, granting the Limitations 
before- mentioned, he has Tpoken our very 
Hearts. And whether the Oath hath reference 
to the Canons already maJe^ or to the future 
Commands of the Bi(hop^ within theCompafs 
of the Canons, or without ; yet if the Limi^ 
tation to things lawful and honefl^ doth ielong 
to all the Ohedience that isfvoornhythe Oath^ 
as he faith, ^. 354. he falls in with us j we 
have as much as we defire, we are agreed, 
and have done contending in this matter. 

There is only one thing more therefore, 
that we Ihall take notice of; and that is, to 
examine the Diftintlion which Mr. Calamj 
gives us in this Bufinefs, and which he faith is 
a very plam one, and that for want of chfer- 
ving thereof voe have made this vooful pother^ 
Letter p. 345. -uiz. That we muft diJUnguiJh 
ietween the real obliging force of an Oath^ 
and the Intention of Man to lind us hy it. 
And then he faith, That no Oath can oblige us 
to what we are convincd is not lawful and ho^ 
nefl J and that this hath been his Senje as to 
this Oath in particular^ ever finceheconfiderd 
it, p. 346. And then again he faith,/). 347- 
He owns our Oath cannot in the fight of God 
fhlire US to what we are convincd is not law^ 
fdand honeff. Now if he means no more 
than this, That this Oath cannot be to us 
P'inciilim iniquitatis^ then is it no more true 
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of this Oath, than of the Jews Oath to kill Paul^ 
or the wickcdeft Oath in the World ; and it 
would be true of this Oath, though it were th© 
wickedeft Oath that can be made,that we can* 
qot be bound by it to any thing that is wicked; 
Of that we think fo, whilft we think fo. For 
we muft not thiolc by our Oath that we caa*» 
alter the Nature of things, or bind ourfelvrs 
to Difobedience to any juft Law. And if we 
make fuch a wicked Oath^ we are und^r an 
Obligation to break it ; and it is our Duty to 
do fo, aod not Perjury, which is a Sin* An)d if 
this be all his Defign, to fave us from P^rr 
jury, when we break it, we are but little 
obliged to htm for thi$, and thank him fof 
nothing. But we fuppofe, he muft mean, 
That this Oath being taken only with re- 
fpedl to things Uwful and honffi^ the Form 
of the Oath it felf doth not oblige us to ^x\y 
more before God, however Man may inteod 
or interpret it. This we take to be his Serife, 
becauie he allowefb the Limitation in it oijly 
to fuch things. So that we are not ooly, not; 
obliged by it to any unlawful or wicked thingi 
but by his Allowances, every thmg that w» 
think unlawful^ is preckded out of thq Oath it 
fcif, which IS only to obey io lawful things^ 
And then we accept of the former part of th^ 
DiftinSion^ as hoaie to ouf BufineJ& j where- 
by we are Cecuc d not only from Perjury io 

G 2 breaks 
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Breakings but from Evil in making fuch an 
Oath. And this we take to be his Meaning 
again, becaufe he imputes our taking this 
Oath, rather to Imprudence^ than anything 
eJfe, ^. 546. 

But now as to the latter part of bis Diftin- 
iliim^ concerning the Intention of Man to hind 
uihyit^ we cannot imagine of what ufe it is, 
or to what purpofe it is brought in, with re- 
fpedt to the Oath init felf; though itfhould 
be fomething, with refped: to our Imprudence 
in taking it. But what Intention of Man doth 
he mean ? We know of no Intention of Mm 
in this Cafe, that ought to be confidered by 
us, but what is the Intention of the Law^ and 
is contained in the Form oi the Oath it felf, 
'viz. That we fllould obey our Bifhop in all 
lawful and honefl things. This is the Inten-^ 
tion o( the Law^ and fo ought to be interpret- 
ed to be the Senfe of our Superiours in giving 
the Oath ; for this is the Senfe of the IVords^ 
and all that they will bear, and all that pof- 
fibly can be contained therein. And we 
have no other way to judge of the Intention 
pf Man^ but by the Intention and Senfe of the 
Oath^ in the Form of IVords^ in which it is 
expred. If he means, that Man may make 
ufe of this Oath to intrap tis by it, by comr 
manding fomething that he may luppofe we 
iliatl think unlawful, and fo upon our Refu- 
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fal, may have us at the Catch taprofecute 
and puqiih us : If this fliould be fuppofed, 
yet this cannot be the Intention of the Law^ 
or of the Oath it felf ; for the Oath is en- 
joyn'd alike to all the Clergy, according to 
the fair Senfe, and is to be made to all the 
Bi/hops alike, by the rejpe^ive Miniflers that 
are under them j and is not to be interpreted by 
the Intentionoh\iis or that Bijhop in particular, 
that may poflibly h^vt^icatchingox enfnaring 
Dejign for fome particular purpofe in the Ad* 
miniftration thereof. Now we are confider* 
ing only the Lawfulnefs of the Oath it felf^ 
and whether it may not be admitted by us, 
as a lawful Term of Conformity, which wc 
may comply with : For this it isfufficienc,to 
confider the bare Form of the Oath in it felf, 
according to the Limitations^ which Mr. Ca* 
lamy allows; and confequently according to 
the Intention of Man ^ as far as the Intention 
of Man is the Intention of the Law : And thus 
the fecon J p^n of his Dlftint^ion is the fame 
with the /r7?, and fo his Dijiin^ion is withm 
out a Difference. We are not here confider;» 
ing the Ahfe that the Oath may be put to ; 
or the Danger we may be in of Profccutioa 
upon it* This doth not reipe<a the LawfuU 
nefsj but the Prudence of taking it And W9 
muft telt him, that we coukl not think it 
(rmient^ Wh^n %\\r liberty, of mt publicly 
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Miniftry is concern'd, to reftife to fubmit to 
an Oath that we take to be lawful in it felf ; 
though we might apprehend that it is poffthle 
that there might be fome remote Danger that 
We might come to be exposed to, by the en- 
fnaring Ahufe thereof. But faith Mr. Calamy^ 
We may unvoarily take an Oath^ hy which we 
may in general hind our felves to fuch Mea^ 
fureSs as firstly purfud^ might lead us into 
that which is neither lawful nor honefl. And 
pag. 347. he tells me, / have made fuch a ge^ 
neral Prom'rfe^ as if it fhould he kept in all the 
particular Canons^ in which the Bifhop has Power 
to urge it upon me^ would draw me into Sin. 
But how does a general Promife to do things 
lawful and honefi^ neceflarily draw a Man in 
any Particular to what is unlawful and dif- 
honed ? If a Bifhop^ by Virtue of my Oath 
which I have given to him (which is the 
general Promife that Mr. Calamy means) (hould 
require or command me to do that, which 
after the ftritaeft: Search I cannot apprehend 
to be lawful and honefiy then, according to 
Mr. Calamy s Conceffion, / am not olliged to 
It hefore God j and how then by my Oath or 
Pt-omife am I drawn into Sin } He tells us in- 
deed,/^. 348. we may be liable fo ht pro* 
fecttted , and cited into th& Ecclefiafiical 
Courts^ and punifhed for iifdhe^ing any 
Canon^ after h^ing caWd onhj tbeBifhop^ But 

then 
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then he prefcntly fetcheth us ofThimfelf; 
And yet Vllovon^ faith \\t^ before God and your 
eivn Confcience^ ym are not ohligedy unlefs you 
Jee the things to he lawful. So that Confcience 
is fafe, which could not be, if we were drawn 
hy our Oath into any Sin. And all this fup- 
pofed and granted, we cannot for our lives 
fee, but the taking the Oath of Canonical Ohe-^ 
dience with us, is a very lawful Term of Con- 
formity; and we are perfwaded that Mr. Ca^ 
lamy muft in his very Heart think fo too, after 
MI thefe Conceffions that he hath made. 

lyell, but he faith, Letter p. 348. // we 
do not comply in things unlawful^ we do not //r- 
deed, violate our Oaths j hut he thinks we run 
the loazard of being chargd with the Breach 
of our Oaths by our Superiours^ who thought 
they had usfafl and fure: and even this gratet 
upon a tender fpirited Many that he fhould Ic 
charged with breaking an Oath^ which he can^ 
not fafely keep. And though our Confcience s^ 
he faith, may be fatisfyd^ we fhould be apt to 
think that an unhappy Refleiiion^ and it would 
grate upon us^ if we thereupon quitted our Li* 
vifigs^ &c. No doubt of it indeed, it would 
be thus with me, as well as Mr. Calamy; 
for I have Senfe and Feeling as well he, and 
it may be, fhould be as little ^able to bear 
Hardftipas he or any Man elfe; for I havd 
not that ftiteftgth of Spirit or Conftitution,

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that Mr. Calamy hath* But does any reafoo- 
able Man think that this is fufBcient Reafon 
againfl: taking an Oath to our Governours, 
that it is barely poflible, that fome Perfons 
may ignofantly or malicioufly charge us with 
the breaking of it, though we are never fo 
clear in our own Confciences about what we 
do in purfuance of it ? They chared the e- 
jeded Minifters with Breaph of their Alle- 
giance^ with Sedition^ and even with Rebel- 
lion^ for meeting in feparate Congregations 
for the Worlhip of God. But Mr. Calami 
does not think they were the worfe for this 
Charge; or did they refufe thereupon to take 
the Oaths to the Government? But to an* 
fwer more particularly, we fay, 

I. That we have no Reafon to think that 
5ve (hall be ever fo chargd by any j much 
lefe by our Governours^ though we fliould be 
commanded any thing which we could not 
comply with. Surely our Biihops underftand 
the Oath^ and the Limitations thereof ( ha- 
ying thenrjfeives been bound thereby, and ftill 
are fo to their Archhifhop ) they know what 
Allowances tp make for the Senfe of thofe Xi- 
mtations^ as well as Mr. Calamj ; ^nd are 
(qiich more iqcliad tp niake them, than we 
puld fuppofe him to be. They know, that 
^f they command any thing, whiph we judge 
no% lawful, tl\ai; qur O^ttx ^oes not bind u2$ 
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t0 comply therewith; and therefore they 
will not charge us with the Breach thereof. 
But further. 

X. If we fliould fall into fuch times again, 
as when Bijbo/> White made that Vifitation, 
concerning which he gives us the Story of 
Mr. Raftrick\ Troubles ; and if we Ihoulcl be 
chargd by fuch a Man as He for this or any 
other Crime which our Confciences (land 
clear of ; we ihould indeed think it hard, as 
no Suffering is in it felf joyous^ hitt grievousi 
but hope that we fhould patiently undergo ir» 
and never think the worfe of our Duty, be» 
caufe paffionate Men might revile us in the 
performance of it. 

And we fee not but Mr. Calamy is liable to 
the fame Charge, having taken his Oath of AU 
legiance to the Queen, upon his Noncompliance 
with any of her Lam ( if any have but Ig- 
norance or Malice enough to make it) though 
bis Conscience be never fo clear in what he 
does. 

To prevent the Parallel, as ui^'d by us in 
our Firft and Second DefetKe. He is very ea- 
ger to prove the Canons not confirmed by A^ 
9f parliament. He faith, he has read 15' Hen. 
8. c. 19. and finds not that Confiitutions made 
hy Convocations that hone the Kings Affenf^ 
are thereby allowed, Thisrefpeds theAdiog^ 
of future (lonvogfifions I but he canoo( deny,

rior does in the Icaft go about to difprovc, 
That tbat Ait does exprefly confirm ail the 
former C<i»w, which are not contrary to the 
Statutes^ dec. by a 6\rt6t Claufe therein, 
wliich ccntradids the Aflertion of his for- 
iher Book, Mod. tfonc. part x. p. zip. and 
proves that tffey at lead are part of the^^e^'s 
Laws; That the Canons of Convocations fui- 
fequent to that Ail^ which have the Royal 
jfijfent^ are alfo confirm J by the Ail^ he en- 
deavours tb disprove : For our parts we are 
not zealous in the matter, nor does any thing 
of our Defence depend upon it. It was men- 
tiert'd at ifirft as aVi Uluftration of that, which 
he has fmce fo amply yielded to us. We will 
tell him plainly what flicks with us. The 
Cunoks of 1603. are avouch'd by the Decla* 
mtion anitext, to be confirmed by that St a- 
tgte, th6y Hill pafs for Law in all parts of 
ifheLanfd, ftniltitudes of Proceedings in many 
Courts depend thet-et^oo : And we cannot fiip- 
pofe, that all the Parliaments fmce (even 
when they w^refo jealous of the Canons of 
1(^40. becaufe a material Circumftance in 
the niannte'r of figning them^ was omitted ) 
flwiild fufFe'r thSs to be, if thtey did not be- 
lieve them tb hkve obtained the Force of a 

crThat the Oath of Allegiance is parallel to 

tifiOatk of Cd^ical Obediince^ he ftill de*

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nies, for this Reafon; becaufe he faith, £f f- 
ter p.%^1. By the one he is only hound to defend 
and fupport the Queens Perfon^ Crown and 
D/fjtity^ under the DireHion of the Laws ; 
whereas ly the other ^ pe are bound to the Ca^ 
nons in the minutefi matter S"*- and are liable 
to the Law if we fefufe Obedience^ &c. No\Hf 
this is trifling; for all Difobedienceto the Laws 
is, in the Coriftrudion thereof, a^ainfi the 
Peace of our Sovereign Lady the Queen^ her 
Crown and Dignity^ as all Indidments run. 
And her Mandates go forth in her proper 
Courts by her Officers in ctvil Affairs, as the 
others do in Ecclejiafiical Affairs. Add he is 
liable to the Law^ if he refufeth Obedience in 
the minutefi matters. Let him try the Paral- 
lel in the Inftance of Lent^ which we gave 
him according to his own Demands, Second 
Defence p.zyz. and he will find it exaAly to 
hold : but he wifely pafleth it by. 

How eafily, if we follow his trifling way, 
might we fay, That he muft -diftJnguiJh^ in 
the Oath of Alfcgiance, between the real 
obliffng Force of an Oath^ and the Intention of 
Man to bind hiin by it > And might add. 
That if he defend the Queen's Perfon, CrowA 
and Dignity, according to the Direction of 
the Laws, he doth hot indeed violate his Oath^ 
yet he runs the hazard of being chargd with 
the Breach of his Oath by his Superiours. Then 

could 
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could we produce the'Story of Mr. RofeweUi 
Trial, and Mr. Baxters Trial, as he doth 
the Troubles of Mr. Raflrick^ and fay • It 
grates upon a tender-fpirited Man to be 
xhargil with the Breach of Allegiance, for 
a Religious Meeting, or a Pradical Book ; 
and though he may he fatisfyd^ he may he apt 
to think it an unhappy RefleSion , and it 
wofild^ grate upon him to be fo charg'd, when 
heis deprived of bis Liberty, apd put in ha- 
zard of his Life. This acStually was the Cafe, 
u^hen the Lord Chief Jufiice faid to Mr. Bax- 
ter^ Richard, thou art an old Knave ^ thou haft 
written Books enough to fill a Carty every one 
of them as full of Sedition^ I might fay^ Treafon^ 
as an Egg hfidTef^eat^ with more of fuch 
Stuff! Yet Mr. Calamy owns that Mr. Bax^ 
ter and the other eje^ed Mimflers were as 
free to take the Oath of Allegiance^ as any 
Men. 

In fpeaking to the Canons of 

and fair Anlwer to his former 
Accufations, and he yet continues them with- 
out any Reply. He will miflead the Readers 
of his Book ^unlefs well eftabli(hed,or well 
acquainted with his Way of Writing} 
who read it ^yithout comparing it with the 
Book^ that he pretends to reply to. In our 
^d. Defence p. 7,Ss^&(;, "We JifUpguifliqd of 
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^ Canons that do not helot^ to us • and of them 
**that do require fowetbing of us. As to the 
^^ latter^ yfG diftinguiflied between them as 
^ in themfehes genen^lfykt down, and as they 
" may be applied to this or that particular 
** Cafe in the Adminiftration of the Govern* 
•* raent. In this particular Adminiftration, 
"we (hewed, That what is incident to all hu* 
" mane Laws, is alfo to thefe, viz. That they 
"may in fome Cafes be utterfy unlawful* and 
" in other Cafes very goo J and lawful: And 
•* that it was only in the latter Cafe tluit 
•* we were obliged to them. We went over 
" the Canons tiereupon, that he excepted t- 
" gainft J and (hew'd in what particular Ca^^ 
^fes they are good and ufeful ; and in what 
" other Cafes and Mifapplicatiora they are 
" unlawful. This Difcourfe lafts for about fix 
Leaves together. To all which he makes 
no Reply, but as if he had notunderftood a 
Word we faid ; he faith to me, If / wiB ex^ 
communicate the Depravers of the Liturgy^ he' 
cannot help it ; // / will refuje thofe that re* 
fufe to kneel at the LortPs Supper^ he it to my 
lelfy &c. with more fuch StufE This is 
ftrange dealing with us. Doth he not know^ 
that Laws are upathk of a Rig:,hf Application^ 
or of a Mifapplication^ in the Exercife of the 
Government? And we are only concerned 
thovin^whea in chat particular Cafe^ in whicfar 

they 
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they are applied ta us, they appear lawful 
and good But he faicb, p. ^$^5*. That many 
of the Canans arefo bad^ that be jhould he ve- 
ry meafie to take an Oath, iy which be Jbodd 
cheripj in any Man an Opinion^ that it was in 
his Power to oblige him to Compliance with 
them. Now we have examined the worfl: of 
the Canons that he could pick out (by which 
any thing can be required of us} and have 
fhew'd him that there are none of them had 
or evil in fome Cafes or Applicai:ions : and 
that aU of them (and ^i other Humane Laws 
beildes} may be had or evil in other Cafes 
and in Miiapplicacions. And Charity doth 
oblige us to believe, that neither the Bp. of 
London (whofe Epifcopalia he mentions) nor 
any other Bijbop^ hath any fuch Opinion^ that 
they can oblige any Man to any thing, but 
what the Dper thereof mud; account lawful 
fpr him to do. They have no Pretence to 
any Foiver^ in th^ Utqjoft Stretch of it, but 
to require Obedience inthofe Indances, in 
which thoie lender them are perfwaded of 
the Lawfujnefe thereof; or tp exad: th^ Pe- 
nalty of the Law where they are not- 
r^e L 17 in T^ ^^^ Head is about the £r- 
^*iSt cieft^ical Courts. Welhew'dat 
large, how httfc Danger we are 
in of beipg hamper d thereby. But if any 
i^wger happen to us in the Performance of 

our 
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our Duty, it is but what All are liable to, 
and we are never to be the worfe thought 
of on that account. To this he faith, p. 3 57, 
For his part hell never plead for a Conjiitution^ 
that expofeth a confcientious Minifter to Hard-^ 
Jhips^ for his being confcientious. It feems 
plain in other places, he would have no 
fettled Conflitution or Eftabllftiment. It is 
impoflible any one ihouH be fo contrived by 
Man, but confcientious Perfons may at feme 
time or other be expos'd to Sufferings there* 
in, through their own Weaknefes, the Malice 
of falfe Accufers^ or Male-Adminiftration of 
them that are in Power. He is ungrateful 
if he does not upon Occafion commend our 
Civil ConditHtion^ yet may innocent Perfons 
fometimes be exposed to Hardjhips mzW the 
feveral Courts oi Wefiminjier-Haa. Yettho' 
we btefs God that Things are fo well as they 
are, we may and ought to defire a Refar^ 
mat ion of what is amifs ; and may defire aa 
Alteration of fuch Rules or Laws in Church 
or State, as are found to be needlefsj ox 
that have loft the Ufe they wer? intended 
for J or appear to have brought more Dar 
mage than Benefit to the Nation. 

And thus having finifli'd what we at firfl: 

defign'd in our Defence^ we fliould now put 

an End to the Reader's Trouble, but that 

in looking over Mr. Calamy$ third Part of 

^ Mod. 
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Med. IfoHct^. in anfwer to Mr. Hoadly^ to 
which his Letter is adjoyn'd, we find, p. g^i 
That he has advanced fome other Prejudices, 
by very artful Infinuations, againfl: our Con- 
formity to the National Conftitution; which 
may be apt to produce in unwary Readers 
a further ill Opinion of our Prai^ice^ which 
we think therefore had need to be remov'd 
for our further Vindication thereof.

If he means, by truly Jpofiolical^ &c. what 
is exprefly and in Specie contain'tl in Scri- 
pture, then this which he faith is not true. 
For he may be call'd on to keep Lent, to 
fubfcrihe xxxvi Articles, to keep the Doors 
unlocked when he is Preaching, SSc None of 
which are Apoftolical^ or in Specie contained 
in Scripture, But if he means, that he is

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He faith further, , He is not ohliged to any

'venience. Yett he hath fometimes owned 
feveral Inconveniencies in the way that he \s 
in, and he owns feveral Imperfedions, p. io%. 
And no State can be without them here. 
See Mr. Baxter at the Funeral of Mr. Cor* 
^^^ P- 3* But yet Inconveniencies will not 
excufe us from Duties^ and we aiuft do as 
well as we can with theni : But w6 are ly- 
able to them on both Sides, and yjt fhall 
ftiew on which fide there are mofi^ by exa- 
mining the Particulars, and when we come 
to fet forth our Advantages. x 

He faith, When Perfons come to the Lords*

any Danger of Ferfecution^ which all mu^ own 
a mighty Difcouragement. And it is plainly 
proved in our %d. Defence^ to which nothing 
need be added, that ©ur Law doth autho-. 
rize and pemmptorily require us to dp the 
faqie. An4 fo we are as fafe by Law as he, 
thougih neither he mt. we rjnay be^sjlways 
free from unjuft Peffecutions upon one ac- 
count, or other. But we are in no . rnore; 
Danger by the right AppHoation of the LftW^ 
tUmhtiS9f khgfffffforaJioldier, 

H J But 
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Btit He if not tempted ^htti\t\ to prvftU 
tnte hely Things ^fer fear of an Adien ef Da- 
mage for hindring a Man of an Offii:e^ f(fr which 
his receiving the Sacrament is required as 
a J^alijfcation. This feems at firft Blufh the 
faniti with the former^ proceeding upon a 
not right Undcrftanding the Law and the 
Ca/e in this Matter. For a Perfon^s Qpali- 
ffcation for an Office depends not on his re- 
ceiving the Sacranient from the Minifter of 
bij Pdrifli ; wha is therefore no more con- 
cernM in that Statute than any othter Mini- 
fier in the Kingdom. But he muft }HX)peed 
according to thofe Statutes^ Canon^ and /fn- 
hricks that require him to excliide the un- 
qualify'd; 0ttt thte infinuated Charge here 
is indeed another Thing ; he thinks that he 
bath frighted us, by often repeating this 
Cafe of a Man in Office coming to be quai- 
lify'd } and now he thinks we may be tem- 
pted to do this Wickednefs fer Feur^ And 
W^ mwft own thit wo Condition k ino from 
Temptation^ any morp than Inconvenience. 
And we muft none:oiF iW brag of our iAves. 
But this we lay, that a conictemious Confor- 
itiift is not one Jot more in Danger to be 
temmd by Pear^ tbaii a gocHy Nori-confor- 
Aiftls in Pang» of being tempted iy JH^fe^ 
yto, <* Fear e«?her, in cafe a vwakhy Con- 
fributer o0ers kimfelft By die ivx^ Orace 
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that the one efpapes the Temptation fo doth 
the other. 

But He can aJmimfter Baptifm^ he adck, 
anel all the (fther Ordinances of the Chrijlian 
Religion^ according to the Purity of their In* 
ftrtution^ without any needlefs Additions^ with* 
eut teing hard upon the Scrupulous^ or at all 
hreaking in upon that Liberty^ to which our 
Lord hath given all his Suhjeils a Right, To 
which we anfwer, fo can voe. As to the need* 
lefs Additions^ that he wou|d niake to /«- 
trench upon the Purity of the Ordinance^ we 
know of none fuch. As to Baptifm^ which 
he fingks out for an Inftance, the Church de- 
clares there is nothing belongs to it but 
Wafhing with Water in the Name of the 
Trinity : Yet in the Solemnity of the Ad» 
miniftration, other Things, in the general 
commanded by Ch^rift, may then as well as 
at other Times he ufed, viz. Prayers, Thankf- 
givings, a Declaration of the Covenant be* 
tween God and the Baptized, a Confefling 
Chrift before Men, and glorying in a cru* 
cified Saviour. Thefe are indeed no Parts 
of Baptifm • but may be My joynd with the 
Admirtiftration thereof, by Words or A<3:ions 
^pt to fignifie pur Minds. Then for e*^ 
eluding the Scrupulous^ that he fuppofes to be 
a hreaiing in upon tiie t^ihertj of Chrift's Fol- 
lowers, it hath been fhew'd him th« nc^ 
H4 th!"S 
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thing in. Conformity pbligeth to it How* 
ever he owns elfewhere, in fad it may fo 
happen in Jf/s Congregation (and it may (o 
fall out accidentally iji any Congregation) 
in which Cafe he only tells us, they may 
go to another, ^uf what if the other Con- 
gregations have the like Peterminations, 
which they fcruple, as well as the former ? 
Qr what if they refufc^him the orderly Re- 
commendation to another Church, as the 
Heads of Agreement require ? then there is 
the fame Hardfhip ftill, And yet fuppolc a 
Man . can go to another Congregation^ flill 
there is the breaking in upon this Man's Li- 
herty^ and hearing hard, upon the Sqrupulous^ 
in the Congregation that hel^aveth, where 
he could not agree to the Form of Singing, 
Cfuppofe) to fome Officers fet up, to the^ 
Time of Adminiftration, or other Determi- 
nations; which Mr. C^/^wy grants, every 
Congregation has Power to make. la 
fuch Cafes, where the Matter of the Deter- 
mination, is lawful, the Exclufion is only Ac-* 
fidental^ .as we Ihew'd in our former De^^ 
fence ^ and may be found in the beft ma- 
naged anil moft wary Congregation that 
fan bp. I 

3ut he faith, He is not forced to a (linted 
Form^ whatever Farieties ar^ reared by par^ 

frefer^ 
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preffn Fcrms^ he is at liherty te ^fe thm^ 
provUeJhe and his People d%ree upon it ; and 
if they Ja not^ he is at liherty to let them 4- 
lone^ ; vohich is wore agreeahle than to he ahfi* 
lately confind^ where our Lord hath left ' a Li" 
herty. If by this he would infinuate, that 
'tis an Advantage to be altogether without a 
{landing Form or Liturgy, we. muft crave 
leave ta differ from him ; and (hall urge it 
from Mr. Baxter the other way in its proper 
place. But if he layeth the Strefs upon the 
being abfolutcly confined to them, whatever 
Varieties are required by particular Accidents 
and Occafions. We anfwer him, That we 
are not fo confined ; but thaf for them other 
Prayers are allowed, as in all Fafts, Thankf- 
givings, Wars, Raging DIfeafes : And other 
conftant Prayers in the^ Pulpit are alfo re- 
quired by Can. 55*. and the daily Pradice of 
the Church from the Reformation to this 
day, is agreeable thereunto. We (hall fet 
down this in the Words of Mr. Baxter in an- 
fwer to D. 0. in the laft of the Trails that 
go under the general Name ofCatholickConf' 
tnuttion^ p. 34, 35*. D. 0. had objected, "That

If he never heard of 
fijch a thing, what piuft the World think 
of fuch Infinuations ? King William died on 
a Lord Vday Morning j fome Churches knew 
of it in the Mornipg, gqd left out his Name j 
but doth he knq,\vpf one Church in London 
that us'd it in th^ -jfjUfternocn ?

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% Death arc to be changed * It does not ap- 
pear in all things alike plainly to ev^ry one 
how the Change is to be made. When there 
were two joyh'd together on the Throne, as 
in the late happy Reigq of King William and 
QueM iVtfry, feveral Words were left out, 
and others^ put in, befides the Change or 
Names; and Which were again altered Wherf 
the Throne was filfed with a fmgle Perfon. 
And there is great need of this fometimes 
as an Ad: of the Government; for thougft 
ufually when the 5w^rrig» dieth, thtSucceJ^ 
for is known, yet often the Names of the 
next Relati^ns^ that are to be mentioned, are 
unknown, tUi the Order comes to gi\/e Di-^ 
region in- \t We xoaiteJ for no Ordisr to 
put Queen Anne in the room of King WiU 
Ham • but Ve did for the putting the Prin- 
cefs Sophia m\\\^ room of the Princefs Anne 
9f Denmafk, ^Aye, .but4ic faith, This.

And as to all in this and the foregoing Ar- 
ticle, the Law hath now fecur'd both him 
and us from Danger. 

He faith, He is not homd to hope againjl 
Hope in the Cafe of the D^ceafeJ* nor doth he 
fend thofe to Heaven at the' Grave/'vohtim he 
condemns in the Pulpit: Jlloryet art we. Bift 
though'we declare in the/f^lpit the Condem- 
nation- of alt them that "^jdie , innpepitehtly, 
yet we do not pretend tft judge Vhat- iffils or 
that Perfon in particuFar did die vHflthout 
Repentarice, unlefs there bes^parentGr'ound 
for it; for Charity hop^saS thihgf. ? And if 
' we declare our Hopes of the Reperitisrnce of 
fuch as have expreft their Sorrow and Re- 
morfe for their Sins in their Sicknefs; doth 
this contradiiS: our Declaration in the Pulpit 
againft the Impenitent ? ,What have'we to do 
to judge the Hearts of Men contrary, to their 
own exprefs Profeflion ? But if there be no 
ground for fuch a charitable Judgment of a 
wicked Man's Repentance, and fo no Hopes 
of him, then are we not bound to ufe the 
Office^ or thofe Expreflions of Hope therein. 
This we have fufficiently proved, ta which 
we need add no more. He 
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, He goetfa on, That he can fafl out a Bro^^ 
tber^ that is notorioi^^ fcanJalom^ in purfuance^ 
of the GofpcURule^ mthout any other Steps 
than are therein mentioned ^ converfing with 
tfim jirjt aUne^ then with two or three y and at 
lafl bringing the Matter lefore the Churchy 
without any Concern with the Civilians^ who 
make a 6aiH of Vngodlinefs^and get their Live^ 
lihood very much hy the Sins of the PeopUi^ 
But he hath not Power to arfminifter an Oath 
for Confirmation to tlie Witnefles, to prove 
the VzQt, againft which he would proceed, a$ 
the Scripiture requires Ihould be done to put 
an end to aCoritroverfte in Judgment. And what 
Church doth he mean here that he is to bring 
the Matter before? Will he confine this to a 
particular Congregation^ Will he allow of no 
i^ppeaJ ? Or will he put this Power into the 
Hands of a fingfe Minifteir only > If he had 
explained his Meaning, it had been more eafie 
to have known what to have faid to hloi. 
Ae might have feen this Matter fet in a bet- 
ter Light in oui^ firfl Defence p. i lO, to i lOc' 
As for what he faith of the tivilians^ ,meat^- 
irig their Courts^ it is meer Railery ; and is 
as appficabJe to any other Court of ^ufiice^ 
and the Lawyers therein, where they who 
are concerned in the convidling and pumfh-, 
tng eVir Dbefi^- have thejr Salaries and Fees.

But we find, it is no new thing with Rfr. Ca* 

tamy to reflcd en Governments. 

He faith next, He is not ohliged to confine 
his Charity to a Tarty. And he nffight as 
well have faid, He is not obliged to murder. 
Ileal, or commit Adultery. Who is oblig'd 
to confine his Charity to a Party ? What 
Charge he would infinuate by this pretend- 
ed Advantage^ we cannot imagine. For our 
Parts we extend our Charity even to him. 
We know no fuch rigid Notion, that we 
are bound to receive, That none can be good 
Men but thofe that are of our own Way. 
There muft be Abatements made for invo- 
luntary Errors and Miftakes in Men : and a 
great many Circumftances are to be confi- 
ered, that may lay a juft Foundation for 
the Exercife of our Charity to thofe that 
differ from us, while they fear God and 
work Righteoufnefs. 

He faith, He can keep private Days of Hu^ 
fniliation upon any Emergency puhlick or pru 
^ate. And if it be for Exercife of Devotion^ 
we in the Eftablifliment can do fo as well 
as he. But if he does it for the EnJs in 
which the Canon forbids it, viz. the exor- 
cizing Terfons pojfeJfeJ^ or for feiitious Fur- 
9oJes^ the Government will take bQld of him, 
ind that juftly^

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In Jhort^ he fakh, Hi can do tobaitver Chri^ 
hath made his Dutj^ as a MiniHtr^ withorit 
having his Confiitnce hampered hy any tfijnarinft 
Bon J. He cati deliver the whole Will of God ^ 
fecure the Purity cf all divine Inftitutions^ 
and ufe the Lihirty his Great Mafler hath left 
him in things indifferent tbithout Confinements 
And fo may we in the Miniftry of the Chircb 
rf England do whatever Chrift hath cbm- 
ihand^ tisj let him prove the contrary if 
he can. Mr. Baxter declares, Append, to his 
Life, /. 78. That Miniftets of the Church of 
England have hy the LatD of the Land all 
Power Belonging to Pajlors. And again, tui 
many Farijhes of England, there is all that U 
ejfential to true Taflors and ChUrches : We 
fcan declare the wholt Will of God^ fo far ai 
we know it ; For what fliould hinder us i 
Nay, we are bound to it in a folemn Manner 
at our Ordiriatioh : And what a ftrange fn- 
iinuation is here, as if we could not ? And 
we do alfo enjoy the Puritj of all Divine In- 
ftitutions } It is not enough for him to deny 
it, or to imply a Charge againft 6s withbtft 
Proof, And we ufe the Liberty that ChriH 
has left us : But we believe, that a Liberty 
from the Confimands of Magiftratei in ^aw- 
ftrt Things, as hath bten befbre ftated, iis 
ftone of that Liberty which our Great Ma(ikf 
hath left cither him or us.

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Thus wc have gone over the AJvantAp 

that he pretends he bas in his Miniftry a* 

bove us ; and have remov'd the PtejuJiceSy 

that he hath advancM againft our Miniftry 

for the fuppofed Want of them.

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and did fsttU hy Conftantine; Without men- 
tioning hi^i Reafcns, we Ihall only add the 
Teftimony of Mr. Stdddm^ Paflon Charge^

Mr. Baxter, hath given fo rational and fcriptw^ 
ral an Account; and which, that I know^ is 
not ly any one^ as yet ^ avfwer'd: 

Then we exercife ow Miftiftry under an* 
Epifcopacy; or Superiority of governing Bi* 
jhops^ which Superior Rank^ Mr. Baxter faith, 
Chrifi fetited<in his Cburch^ Oijcourfe of Know- 
leA^e afjd Love^ Ep.

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to many Perfons here is a nearer way to the 
Exercife of gracious Afledioos, without any 
Stop or Remove, than there is in the other* 
Here muft indeed be the Exercife of the Un- 
derftanding and Judgment too; but this ia 
quickly performed by Reafon of the conti* 
nual Ule of the fame Words, which the 
Mind is before-hand acquainted with. This 
is a great Advantage to fucb Perfim; for 
though Perfons well inftru(9:ed may under- 
fland Words at firft Hearing, and br aUe 
to go along with them ; yet this cannot be 
eafily done by others, wno muft have the 
Uxnc Words often repeated, in order ^ to t 
more clear and diftind Apprdieqfion of what 
they pray for. 

We may obferve further in oor Church* 
Worfliip fome other Advapttages^ both for the 
attaining^ of a more clear Knowledge of the 
plain and neceflary Things of Rel:^i!ati ; and 
alfo for the exciting and exerciie of gracious 
Afliedions. The clearer Kmvokd^t of the 
Things of Religion is promoted by that 
which we mentioned before, we. by thv 
continual Ufe of the fame Words md 
Forms; by which the Idea's of holy diioga 
are more eafily conveigh'd to the Mind ; as 
alfo by the conftant Ufe of the Holy Scr^ 
pturesy which are read in our Churches, ibur 
Chapters every Lord VDay ^ eight or more 

Pfalms 
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Pfalms or' Hymns, befides other Portions 
thereof: And by the conflant Ufe of the 
jCr^ei/, and the Ten Commandments^ which 
are tl^ Ground of the C3atechifm ; by which 
thcfe great Things come to be more riveted 
in the Memories, and clearly conceived, than 
they can be fuppofed^ to be, where^ they are 
ieldom or never repeated: And^by i'picking 
out and reading fuch Portions of Scripture 
at particular Times which do mod fully de* 
clare the moQ; fundamental Dodrines of our 
Religioii^ vi^. on one Part of the Year a- 
faout the I^rth of Chrift, at another about 
his Deatbj^ then of his RefuneSion and of 
his Jfcenfion^ and of the Miflidn and Opera*- 
tions of the Holy Spirit; at which Times 
dfo thdfe . Dodtrines are wotit to be'intfrded 
on in the^ Pulpit j without -which People 
might attei^ many Years^ and he^r many 
good 5enilon5 on particular Texts f of Scri? 
pture, and notbe piartici}larly taught thefe 
Fundamental Doifi:rines, unlefs they have the 
Advantage of a Catcchiftical private Edu- 
cation. And for the excitinc and exer- 
cife of gracious Affe£tUns^afid the keeping 
the Spirit awake, the Peoples bearing a 
Part in our Form (which is fo excepted a- 
gainfl: by fome) hath a confiderable Ten- 
dency. We fliall fet down this in Mr. Bax- 
ters Words, Cbr. Dire£i. Tom. 3. p. 146, Ths 

primitive 
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frimrtive Chriftians^ faith he, were fa fdl of 
the Zeal. and Love of Chrifi^ that they would 
have taken it for an Injury j and a quenching 
of the Spirit^ to have been wholly rejlraind from 
bearing^ their part in. the Praifes of the Cburcbj 
The Vfe of the Tonfue keeps awake the Mind^ 
and fiin up God's Graces in his Servants* It 
was the Decay of Xeal in the People that ^rfl 
fhut out Refponjes. While they kept up the 
ancient Zeal^ they were inclind to take their 
Part vocaBy in the tVorfbip. And -this wasfe^ 
tended iy the Pride and Vfurpation of fome 
Priefts thereupon^ who thought the People of 
God too prophane^ to fpeak in the Affemhlies^ 
or meddle too much with holy Things. What 
an Advantage to the Exercife of Love and 
Devotion is there in the affedionate Hymns 
of Praife, fo diftindly reciting the Benefits 
of Redemption, ^c. and in the frequent Ufa 
of the Doxolpgy, Glory h to the Father^ &c ? 
By which the Praifes that are dircded to one 
God in the Pfalms and Hymns, are diftind* 
ly attributed in Gofpel Times to the three! 
glorious Perfons^ whom we adore. What an 
Advantage for the Exercife of Repentance is 
there in reciting the Commandments ( by 
which is the Knowledge o£Sin) with a par- 
ticular Application ta our felves, in a Petis? 
tion for Mercy and Grace after every one 
©f them i What atp Advantage muft it be 

to 
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to the Exercife of Faitb^ folemnly by Word 
and AAioa to declare ottr Believing iri God 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoft, in the Re-" 
cital of the feveral CreeJs ? And whereas 
Faith, in the Attritmtes of God, and MeJia^ 
tim of Cbrift, is to be our great Work both 
in Prayer and Praife, What Advantage mud 
k be, to have the frequent Mention of his 
feveral Attrihutes^ and his Son^s Merits^ as is 
done in the Litui^y, in con>pariron of having 
the fame only once mentioned in the beginning 
and endir^ of one long continued Prayer ? 

It is another Advantage^^ which we think 
we may tnfift upon, that we tniniflef before 
God, in a Way moft free from Super(Hti9H^ 
or Danger thereof ; not only from ppfitrwt 
Superftition, but negative alfo; as Mr. 6ax* 
ter rightly diftinguifheth, Cnri afCh. Drvif. 
p. iSx. The one is when we fay, That God 
haib commanded whsA he hath not; theotheiP 
is, when we fiiy. That God hath (ortidden 
what he hath not. The one fathers upon God 
falfly what he hath not ordained,the other fears 
where no Fear is. Both of them are, as he 
adds, a tetying ofGoJ^ zn adding to his Ward^ 
and the great dividing Engine of the Church. 
There is much Superftition iri not doings as 
well as in doing. See Burgefss Anjwer re- 
jMd^ Pref. f. 64. Sothat, if a Man abftains 
from a thing, out 6f Gonfcitnte to God's 

Pro^ 
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Prohibition, which he hath not prohibited, 

he is equally guilty of Superftition with him 

that doth a thing oat of Confciencc to God's 

Command, which he hath not commanded. 

And we muft needs fay, we fhould think we 

ihould be guilty of it, and of addmg to the 

WorJ^ if we fhould pretend that Scripture had 

gJLVtnjarticular Rules about Geftures, Habits, 

profe^g Signs, &c, where they are only 

general; or if we ihould think or pretend 

that we come nearer the Pattern vf Scripture 

for ufing one fort of Gefbres, Habits and 

Signs, than for ufing others, that aree<]uaHy 

warranted by the General Rtdesthsxeoi. And 

we think we fhould be further to blame, ihould 

we at the iame time negle<^, or make void 

the CmmanJments rf God in other matters. 

The Scripture faith. Honour thy Father and 

Mother J (meaning all our lawful Govemours) 

and whofoever cur/eth orrevileththem or their 

Authority, ihall be guilty: We dare not fay 

then, // is Corlan^ or pretend Exemptions in; 

fuch and fuch Cafes, where we do not find 

that the Scripture hath exempted us. They 

that come nearejl to the Scripture Pattent^ 

have undoubtedly the Advantage on their 

fide : But whether it be Any one on the one 

iide, who rejeilijAit Determination of fundry

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Q which others ufe) under pretence that they 
are not pafcicularly iound in Scripture, tho 
agreeable to the general Rules thet'eof ; or we 
m the 'other fide, who obey the Chriftian 
IVfagiftrates in lawful things, whicl) tl^e Scri- 
pture doth fo vehemently urge, C while the 
other denies their flower or Authority therein} 
let every Chriftian judge. 

It is alfo another great Advantage and 
Happinefs to us ^ that our Miniftration of Ho^ 
ly Things, is in a, churchy which God hath 
mightily ownVl, and to which ^e hath emi- 
nently vouchfafed his gracious ^ Spirit and 
Prefence ; which hath been the Bulwark of 
the Proteftant Religion, and prefcrved even 
by Miracles of Deliverances, l^he ancient 
Nonconforming Puritans never thought it a 
Glory to feparate from, but a matter of ver^ 
great Lamentation when they could not mi- 
iiifter in it. And to.*feparate froni a Cbtircli^ 
becaufe of the Impofitipns of lawful things, 
we fliould fear, would be in Appearance to 
feparate from the Catholick Church, or frona 
all the Churches upon Earth ; feeing there is 
no Church upon Earth without fome fuch. 
To feparate upon the acco\int of an impos'd 
Liturgy^ or fignificarit Ceremonies, ^c. is 
too like a Separation from the whole Bckly of 
Chrift, as Mr. Baxter fpeakS concerning fome 
Pei-fohs, in the before-cited Append, p. 7};

we cannot but heartily wifh, that our Go- 

vernours would not <:!ontinue to infift Opon 
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the Ufe of, or exert their Power in feveral of 
thefe things : But that for the promoting of 
the publick Peace, and becaufe of the diffe- 
rent Apprehenfioils that many pious and good 
Men have thereof, they might be conceded 
to them. The Prejudices of Education, and 
different Studies that Men have been engaged 
in, weal! know,are often a very heavy Weight 
even upon Good and Learned Men. And 
iuppofing that thefe things might be retained 
ftill without any Inconvenience, if they were 
not fo contefted among us, and there were 
no Occafion taken therefrom for Heat and 
Animofity : yet feeing it is otherwife, one 
would think that external, indifferent Modes 
aod Signs that might u^ll be fpar'd, without 
any Detriment to the Religion, Worfhip, Di- 
fcifffinfe or Government eftabliflied among us, 
jhouM not be of that Value as to deferve to 
be retained; in thelfe diftrading Ctrciimftan- 
ceis, which we ^eiipw in by Ocoifioh there- 
of/ ReIfgion'is;cie*^6ra[dvanced by being enir- 
borfftd in Externkis fit then drily becomes a
